025, composed of 709,206 civilians and 2,819 
women attached to the Forces, The number of 
licies remaining lodged at the gre 
re on February 28th was 495,299, indi- 
cating that 216,726 women, or, roughly, 30 per 
cent., had either found employment or had re- 
nounced employment donation because they did 
mot desire to obtain work. 

Of the remaining number of unemployed 
women, it must be remembered that a large 
roportion had no occupation before the war. 
a Yorkshire and the East Midlands, for ex- 
ample, two typical munitions areas, the propor- 
tion of those with a settled occupation in pre- 
war days is only 55 per cent., although through 

‘the pressure of war circumstances siderably 
re than that number are now & ng work. 

n that area the engineering and clothing trades, 
clerical positions, warehouse work, and general 
labouring seem to be popular, since unemployed 
women are seeking to enter these occupations 
án considerably larger numbers than their pre- 
war strength. The woollen, hosiery, and lace 
trades seem now to be definitely less attractive. 
he registrations in this area for domestic ser- 
vice are less than the numbers who left such 

upations for munitions work. 

ut, generally speaking, the greatest reluct- 

- nce is being shown by women and girls 
throughout the country to re-enter domestic 
service, more especially resident service. Out 
of eéme 66,800 registrations for domestic service 
booked at the Employment Exchanges during 
the four weeks February 4th-28th, or carried 
forward from the previous period, 9,265, or 14 
per cent., were placed in work by the Employ- 
ment Exchanges, while 83 per cent. remained on 
the registers. Similarly, of 61,150 vacancies 
notified to the Exchange during the same period 
er carried forward from the previous period, 
9,265, or 15 per cent., were filled through the 
Exchanges, while 36,899,- or 60 per cent., re- 
mained on the Exchange books. And this in 
face of the fact that in the industrial districts, 
particularly in the northern and north-western 
counties in Yorkshire and in Scotland, there are 
more unemployed women and girls registered for 
domestic work than there are vacancies notified. 

How, then, does it happen that supply and 
demand do not dovelail? 

The answer is largely because a very large 
number of women registered as domestic 
servants at the Employment Exchanges only 
desire daily work as “ day-girls '” or charwomen, 
while the majority of the offers of employment 
ere for resident positions; and to “live in ” the 
ex-munitions woman worker is showing a decided 
reluctance. 

There does not, however, seem io be so great 
an objéction td service in hotels, for which the 
registrations exceed the vacancies in the Mid- 
lands and North, though there is an opposite 
tendeney in London and the South.

1as said in his eloquent speech as to recruiting. 
Well, if any man joins the military or police let 
him do so, but if he does he richly deserves the 
death that awaits him.” 

Witness added that he did not take any notes 
at the meeting, but, when he returned to the 
barracks he wrote out his recollection of what 
was said. The constables did the same, but they 
wrote their reports separately in their own 
rooms. Witness arrested the prisoner on the 9th 
December. . 

Cross-examined by the prisoner, witness said 
that he and the constables discussed the speeches 
on the way to the barracks, and they agreed 
that if an attempt was made to take the police 
barracks the people would have something to do 
to take it. (Laughter.) 

His Lordship—Apparently after last night's 
attempt, in Dublin it would be very easy. 

Witness informed his Lordship that the pri- 
soner was a farmer. He was formerly a teacher 
or professor in Sligo. 

Prisoner said that as an Trish Volunteer, and 
without any disrespect to the personnel of the 
Court, he could not consistently recognise the 
nuthority by which it acted. At the same time, 
he admitted he endorsed the speech, but he said 
the police were there to report a seditious 
speech, and they perverted and eaaggerated 
what was said. He did not endorse the speech 
in the words attributed to him. Responsible 
Sinn Feiners and Sinn Fein headquarters would 
be the first to eondemn the speech as reported by 
the police. ' 

The jury found the prisoner guilty. 

His Lordship said that the speech was of an 
extremely wicked and most mischievous charac- 
ter, having regard to the state of not only 
County Sligo, but the whole Western and 
Southern counties at the time. He sentenced 
the prisoner to twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour.

IRELAND’S IMMEDIATE NEEDS. 

Sir John Butcher, Coalition Unionist M.P. for 
York, in a letter which appears in The Times, 
examines phe opinion recently expressed in its 
editorial columns, that the Government, 
ing failed to induce Irishmen’ to agree among 
themselves, must i:snpose their own settjement 
upon Irishmen.) He holds that, in the existing 
state of Irish bpinion, two solutions only are 
conceivable :— 

(1) The imposition of full Dominion Home Rule 
on an undividedl Ireland—nothing short of this 
would satisfy |Nationalists, or would have a 
chance of satisfying Sinn Feiners. To such a 
scheme there are two fatal objections. In the 
irst place, Great Britain could not, without a 
profligate disregard of its own vital interests, 
create a pr&ctically independent State within 
a few miles of its é6wn coasts, governed by an 
enti-British majority, who openly declare for 
un Irish Republic. In the second place, such 
a measure could not, in the face of positive 
Government pledges, be forced on Ulster, which

GERMAN INDEMNITIES AND 
REPARATION., 

Whe Times Political Correspondent in Paris 
says that the whole problem of reparations and 
indemnities is still unsolved. There is complete 
agreement upon only two main principles—first, 
that Germany “must pay all she can, and, 
secondly, that Germany cannot pay any sum 
faintly approaching what she ought to pay. 
Estimates as to Germany’s paying capacity are 
very widely different, and we believe we are 
right in stating that the British views are most 
fiattering to German amour propre in this 
matter, but, perhaps, also most likely to be 
harmful to their pockets. No decision hag been 
taken yet as to how much Germany shall be 
called upon to give. The time limit for pay- 
ment urged stretches from thirty to fifty years. 
Where is no agreement yet as to the method by 
which Germany can meet her indemnitijes with- 
out injuring her creditors. It is clear that we 
have to allow Gerinany to regain, at any rate, 
some of her former prosperity, if she is to work 
of her debis, and yet that prosperity cannot be 
tucouraged at the expense of any Allied in- 
tustry.

The psychology of the journalist ought to 
be interesting to the student of mental science. 
At one and the same time he experiences often 
two contrary sets of emotions which do not 
appear in the least conflicting to him. As a 
reader of newspapers, he feels much the same 
as other men. As a maker of newspapers he 
feels quite differently. News of the outbreak 
of war in 1914 must have staggered many a 
journalist, whose second, almost sub-conscicus, 
thought was: “ There will be some fine stories 
to be had.” Something like this was felt last 
week, when the unexpected announcement was 
made that President Wilson wished the League 
of Nations scheme to be part of the pre- 
liminary Peace Treaty. We had just been 
hearing how vitally necessary was an im- 
mediate peace, and the nebulous state of 
opinion about the proposed League led one to 
suppose that its rendering into a form finally 
acceptable to all must postpone the Peace 
Treaty for a long time. Lord Robert Cecil 
gave his reasons for thinking that would not 
be so. ' 

‘This afternoon Colonel House, who is in 
close touch with Mr. Wilson, elaborated those 
reasons. In substance, both stdtentents 
amount to much the same thing, but that does 
not convince one that, should opposition arise 
when the measure is discussed before the 
Legislatures of the various signatories, con- 
siderable delay may not result. Just in what 


preliminary Peace Treaty is not clear either. 
If they are incorporated in the body of the 
text, they introduce a great deal to which the 
Germans are to be asked to assent, while they 
are to be told that, as they cannot be admitted 
to the League, it has nothing to do with them. 
The really imporant point about the whole 
affair is, however, just this—the egreement 
with Germany provides for the disposal of 
certain of her property in a manner prescribed 
by the League. For example, her Colonies are 
to be given into the charge of mandatory 
Powers... If the League is not then in erist- 
ence, it will be impossible to settle the disposal 
in the way arranged. All that is necessary, 
therefore, is to bring the League of Nations 
into existence at the same time as—or, for that 
matter, before—ithe signing of the preliminary 
peace. There may, therefore, be two docu- 
ments dependent upon one another—one for 
signature by Germany, the other only by the 
nations permitted to join the new Com 
federation. 

Signs are not lacking that the alteration i» 
plans is meeting with hostile criticism in many 
quarters. Certain members of the United States 
Senate even go so far as to say that they will 
reject the scheme altogether if its. passage is 
forced by making it part of the Peace Treaty. 
There is still plenty of time to reconcile the 
antagonistic elements by giving considesrtion 
to their suggested modifications. It is, how- 
ever, altogether impracticable to insist on sub- 
mitting the constitution of the League to every 
separate Government for detailed considera-

RIOTERS DISPERSED BY AN AEROPLANE. 

A demonstration which took place at Alex- 
andria this morning, says a telegram from 
Cairo on March 15, was dispersed. There was 
no --disorder, and the military did noi 
have to fire. Attacks on railway and 
telegraph communications have occurred 
in some provincial districts, notably at 
Birket-el-Sabh, Wasta, and Galioub. 

A crowd numbering about three thousand 
rushed into the station at Galioub, smashed the 
station buildings, and cut the telegraph wires 
ani the railway lines. The tramway station 
was bravely held by five British officers and 
four Indian soldiers, who were passengers on 
the train. An aeroplane appeared and ewept 
down and dispersed the demonstrators, who had 
suffered many casualties from the officers’ re- 
volvers. 

The attack on Wasta was made by a crowd of 
natives and Bedouins, who scattered the police 
and seized their arms. They aleo cut the 
telegraph wires, and killed an English railway 
employé. Troops have now reached Wasta, 
and arrested many of the demonstrators.

HUGUENOT CEMETERY IN 
DUBLIN. 


—_— 


A LINK WITH THE PAST. 


Dublin is now more than ever a city of sur 
prises. Since the “ destroyed area ' has been 
levelled, new vistas unfold themeelves at every 
turn, and etrange aspects suddenly present 
themselves. A glimpse of Nelson Pillar may 
be caught from new angles, and it is possible 
to see the tops of the mountains from back 
lanes. Dubliners have now become accustomed 
to these experiences, but sometimes they get 
a rude shock when they least expect it. Who, 
for instance, ever expected to find tombstones 
within fifty yards of St. Stephen's Green? Yet 
they have been there for two centuries, and 
very few people knew it. Their presence was 
only recently disclosed when a strip of dead 
wall was pulled down in Merrion row 6p 
revealed dramatically the Huguenot burial 
ground lying beneath the southern wing of 
the Royal Cellege of Science. Thus do the 
ancient and the modern clash in Dublin. 

The origin of the graveyard is interesting, 
as it recalis the association of the Huguenots 
with the city. The Huguenot refugees settled

The community takes half its sus- 
tenance from illegally purchased food whose 
price continually rises, and is continually caught 
up and speeded higher by increase of wage on 
out-of-work pay. If the money will not buy 
food, it will buy wine and amusement; the 
cinemas and wine shops are always full. 
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NEW STRAUSS OPERA, 
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THE SHADOWLESS WOMAN. 


The special correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
writing from Berlin says :— 

Richard Strauss’s new opera, “ The Woman 
Without a Shadow,” will be performed for the 
first time in Vienna Opera House on October 
1 and at Dresden on October 13. Strauss will 
not conduct at either performance. 

The opera, instead of being confined to two or 
three scenes, will have a large number, and the 
whole staging and management will be under 
Max Reinhardt, of the Deutsches Theater, The 
libretto, by Hugo von Hoffmannsthal, tells the 
story of a woman, half divine, who could have 
no children because she had no shadow. She 
descends to earth and seeks to persuade some 
human women to surrender her shadow and 
with it her hope of children. A wife ig almost 
brought to consent to the bargain, but at last 
breaks off negotiations because she realises that 
hor husband’s love is partly bound up with her 
motherhood. Finally God rewards the efforte of 
the woman without a shadow by relieving her 
of her half-divinity and giving her a shadow. 

The orchestral work is described to me as
